"A. 8" was lost off the breakwater here 
this morning. Three explosions are 
said to have occurred on board before 
she foundered. She had on board 
eighteen officers and men, including 
her regular crew and men who were 
in training. Fourteen of the number 
were drowned and the .others were 
picked up. 

The disaster occurred while the "A. 
8" was proceeding to sea for practice, 
accompanied by another submarine 
boat and a torpedo boat. Three ex- 
plosions were seen from the shore to 
occur on board the "A. 8," which sud- 
denly disappeared. 

Tugs and divers immediately pro- 
ceeded to the scene. The submarine 
botit lies in eighteen fathoms of water. 
Signals From the Grave. 

The first Intimation of the disaster 
came from the boat herself. Signalling 
that she was submerged and could not 
come to the surface. A signal was re- 
ceived shortly berore noon, which said: 
"All right up to the present." 

Diving parties immediately went to 
the scene. 

Those who were saved were standing 
in the vicinity of the conning tower at 
the time of the disaster, and were 
picked up by a passing trawler. They 
were Lieut. Candy, commander of the 
boat; Sub Lieut. Murdock, a petty offi- 
cer and a seaman. 

Tile lost boat was of about 300 tons 
displacement and was built in 1904. 

A heavy explosion occurred oyer the 
position where the submarine boat 
sank and there is no hope of saving 
any of the men w ho were carried down 
wilh her.

Omitted and Bureaucracy 
Arraigned. 



. St. Petersburg, June 0. — The voice of 
the delegates of the municipalities, de- 
manding in no uncertain tone the imme- 
diate convocation of a national assembly 
to pasa upon the question of peace or 
war, to heal internal strife, and to unite 
the people for the rejuvenation of Russia, 
will be heard in the address adopted by 
tho nll-It'issiau Zemstvo congress at 
Moscow, which a deputation, headed by 
Count Huyden and Si. Shipoff, is bring- 
ing *:o present to the Emperor. The 
•document bids fair to become historic. 
The customary phrases of respect nt the 
opening and the closing are omitted, and 
it is otherwise unceremonious, employing 
the direct personal pronoun. 

On Verge of Civil War. 

The address arraigns the bureaucracy 
and reminds the Emperor that his pledge 
to convoke a national assembly is slow 
of fulfilment. L says the country is o : 
the verge of civil war and even ventures 
to criticize a royal measure, contrasting 
the increase of the police power by the 
ukase issued Sunday with a weakening 
of the administrative process which the 
■country has been led to expect. 

Tho address urges the summoning of 
.a national assembly that the war may 
become national or cense, and concludes 
with a solemn reminder of the sover- 
eign's duty to God and the fatherland, 
and a prayer for action before it is too 
late. 

Moscow, June 8. — The all-Russian 
Zemstvo congress today elected a deputa- 
tion of ten delegates, headed by Conn'. 
Hoyden and M. Shipoff. to present an ad- 
dress to the Emperor asking for the im- 
mediate convocation of a representative 
assembly to decide the question of peace 
or war.

In this particular iustance.it 
must be admitted that the judgment 
formed was a hasty one and without full 
consideration of all the circumstances. 
It was assumed that the plans of tiie 
^Government at Ottawa were well matur- 
ed after careful and thorough discussion 
of all the details witli the Imperial au- 
thorities, anil that the new departure on 
the par; of the latter was the result of 
a mtual understanding and part of a 
plan which had no alternative. It is also 
true thai the Admiralty gave it out that 
the change was the result of a well-di- , 
gested plan for a new and more in. 'bile i 
distribution of naval forces. Xuturally, 
it would have been highly impolitic I'or 
the Imperial authorities to have made I 
an announcement which would have re- : 
tlected upon the unwillingness of the 
1 >oniinioii of Canada to co-operate in :■ 
general system for the defence of the 
Empire. It bus transpired, however, in 
an unofficial way that the Imperial au- 
thorities came to the conclusion they did 
to abandon Ksiiuiinalt und Halifax for 
the very reason that Canada would nol 
contribute as oilier colonies are doing to 
a common fund; aud If Hie correspond-' 
ence on the subject is ever published, it 
is very probable thai this view of the 
case will he confirmed. 

That the Canadian Government decid- 
ed as it did, in fear of the sentiment pre- 



Sweden today. Under the union with 
the hitter Norway has for many years 
been very restive and latterly the 
movement for separation became very 
strong. It was brought to a head by 
an act passed by the Norwegian Par- 
liament making provision for a sepa- 
! rate consular service This was 
vetoed by King Oscar for the osten- 
sible reason that the duplication of 
consular service was wholly unneces- 
sary anil, therefore, a waste of money. 
The complaint of Norway, however, 
has been that the consular service has 
been made subservient to Swedish 
rather than Norwegian interests. The 
resolutions passed by the Storthing, 
and published In the Colonist, set forth 
officially and definitely the cause of 
separation. While the consular bill Is 
the immediate explanation, the desire 
for complete independence has extend- 
ed for many years hack. Norway did 
not willingly join the union with 
Sweden; but was powerless to resist 
the force of circumstances at the time 
it was accomplished, and ever since 
the yoke has been Irksome. The pres- 
ent acton, though not unexpected, Is 
rather more sudden than was antici- 
pated. The King of Sweden, who Is 
now no longer recognized by the Nor- 
wegian Government, will not accept 
the decision, which, it Is held, must 
have the sanction of Sweden as well. 
It is feared In some quarters that the 
crisis thus created may give rise to in- 
terna t lonn 1 complications. However, 
outside of Denmark and Russia, the 
Interests of other nations are not af- 
fected, although It Is possible thai the 
Emperor of Germany may feel called 
upon, as the self-constituted dictator 
of European affairs, to Interfere. Den- 
mark naturally feels cheerful over the 
action of Norway, and Russia, has 
troubles of its own. Sweden will prob- 
ably find that It is best to accept the 
inevitable. Norway does not express

He argued the purpose of the prosecu- 
tion wus lo use the court for purposes of 
collection. To sum up, he moved for ac- 
cused's dismissal, lirst on the ground that 
there had been no false pretences; sec- 
ond, if any pretence was alleged as to 
$15,000 being sent to Helder, there was 
no proof of the falsity of this. 

Mr. Helyea, for the prosecution, hold 
there was false representations — false 
pretences. Helder had falsely represent- 
ed that ,$15,000 was coming from bis 
mother's estate, changing his story that 
money was coming from his sister as a 
gift on condition of good conduct. Mr. 
Shakespeare believed Holder's state- 
ment!, it was a common thing for some 
English people in Victoria to be known 
jis what was termed "remittance men." 
They received remittances from their 
families. Holder's appearance and ob- 
vious good breeding had been factors in 
Mr. Shakespeare being impressed with 
the truth of what he said. Since, the 
false representations bad been amply 
proven. Accused himself, when driven to 
the hist ditch, said he was not getting 
the money from bis mother, but from a 
sister. The previous statement was 
false. As to his conduct: His creditors 
had been indulgent. To them Helder 
produced a telegram signed "Hums," 
which came from Vancouver, and said 
the money was forthcoming. Helder said 
i thai for all lie knew the money might 
I even then be in a Victoria bunk, and he 
would enquire next morning. Put he left 
town that night. He was arrested when 
boarding a train with a ticket purchased 
j for Seattle. As to the statement that 
I the prosecution was made for purposes 
I of collecting, the code allowed men to 
carry on their civil eases at the same 
tunc as the criminal ones, and had it 
been necessary, ill proving the false pre- 
tences, the court could have been filled 
with creditors to whom Helder had made 
the same false representations as made 
to Mr. Shakespeare. 

The magistrate said his duty was 
plain. He held a case of false pretences 
had been made out, and committed Hol- 
der to stand bis tri.nl at the next nss;.?,e.

The paper suggests 
retaliation. ll says: -It has not been 
beyond the power or the ingenuity of the 
Oommonwenlth authorities to find many 
ways of vexing local mercantile enter- 
prise, and that being so, it is difficult to 
believe that the same qualities will prove 
unequal to dealing witli the present con- 
ditions of l'acitie trade. The port of 
Sydney, for example, is a son of con- 
venient clearing-house for the South Pa- 
cific. Our compel il ors have the free use 
of it. Is there no means of set-off here? 
.Retaliatory tactics are sometimes justi- 
fiable. The question now before the 
Commonwealth is really one as to wheth- 
er we are to be driven out of our legiti- 
mate sphere of trade, not by one competi- 
tor nlone. but toy all who choose to adopt 
the same tactics. The French in ibe 
Xew Hebrides and American shipping 
wherever it likes to trade in the Pacific 
are equally our potential rivals. Last 
month the minister of customs received 
a copy of a bill of the United States gov- 
ernment which proposed to place tonnage 
dues on foreign shipping, promote com- 
merce, open up markets, and incidentally 
to create n force of nnvnl volunteers for 
national defence. Tins reads like a na- 
tional policy. Why cannot Australia do 
something of the sort, and even leaving
